Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the prior art does not 
describe preparation of a tablet comprising microcapsule containing one drug and taste masking agent. The allegeation is not well taken. 
The prior art cleariy teaches all the critical components of the claimed invention ( composition comprisng at least one drug, one polymeric 
binder, sugar alcohol, a disintegrant and compressing the composition into tablets that disintegrates in about 10 seconds in oral cavity to 
release the entire amount of drug). Thus critical elements required by the instant invention are taught by the prior art and further in the 
absence of evidence to the definite and advantages of the claimed invention, the prior art rejection is sustained. 
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
